Creek, require a 50-foot setback.

CHICAGO - The American Academy of Pcdiairics said 
that ^qod ads aimed ui children should be banned from 
television because they promole profit-making nilher lhaii 
healthful eating. , T 

“Not only do we believe food ads should be eliminated 
but also parents' control of the television ^et should he 
increased,” said Dr. William Dictz, |^[mihor of the 
academy's statcmetit and an associate- professor of 
pediatrics at Tuft.s University School of Medicine in_ 
Boston. 

. The Elk Grove Village-based academy, wh'icii represents 
41,000 pediatricians nationwide, announced the proposed 
ad ban during a news conference it called "Children Our 
Future.” 

The advertising ban was opposed by the Grocery 
Manufacturers of America, a trade group representing 80 
percent of the nation's major retail-food manufacturers. 

"There is not a problem with children's food 
advertisements that would justify a ban.” said spokesman 
Jeffrey Ncdelnian. ^

In a policy statement, the aeademy said a ban is 
necessary because young eliildren ciiii't distinguish 
between programs and ettitunercials, and youngslem don’t 
understand that eotniiicreials are ilesigned to sell products, 
/relevwio'n'liafi'b'een linkcti to ilie two most prevalent 
milrition problems in U.S. children - obesity, whicli afTects 
oiie'in five youngsters, and high cliolcsterol levels, found 
in about a third ofall children. Dietz said. 

“Television viewing promotes imictivity and food 
cimsumption." partly through a heavy dose of food ads. he 
• said. -

About half of all food ads ore ainred iit eliildren, and 
most of those ads are for breijkfasi. cereals — many of 
which are sugar-laden and nutritionally poor, Dietz .said.- 

Spokcsniim.Pul Farrell of St, Louis-based Ralston Purina 
Co, said the company's rice-based Teenage Mutant Ninja 
Turtles cereal i.s nutritious, 

A one-cup .serving is about one-third sugar, but it's also 
fat-free and vitamin-foiiified, said Farrell, wlio opposes the 
proposal. 

"It's clear that the authors of the proposed ban don’t 
understand the role of ready-to-eat cereals in providing 
children with n healthy low-ful breakfast." said George 
Franklin, spokesman for Kellogg Co. 

Kellogg's products include , Froot Loops-cercal, which Is'" 
47 percent sugar, said Micliaci Jacobson, executive 
director of the Center for Science in the Public Interest in • 
'Washington. Franklin said tiie cereal is healthful. 

Jacobson's consumer advocacy group in 1977 propo.secl 
banning from television citildren-oriented ads for sugary 
snack foods. The Fedenil Trade Commission rejected the 
idea.

There arc a number of landscape situations where 
wild flowers might be a good alternative to normal 
cultivated flowers. However. I'm sure ot^r garden- 
ers have suffered some of my disappointments in try- 
' ing to grow wild flowers in my own landscape. 

Many seed companies offer wild flower mixtures 
in seed catalogs, garden stores and even gift shop.s. 
There is a tremendous variability of what is contained 
— tn-ihese-mixiuresrln-s6me cases, most of the ingredi- 
ents are not wild flowers at all. 

Even when they really are wild flowers, they may 
not be'ihe ones best adapted to your own particular 
climate. There is a great deal of difference between 
wild flowers which grow in the south or cast and 
those which inhabit the Ihiermountain area. 

Seed companies face an interesting dilemma when 

ihcj' arc_fonnululing wild flqwcr rmxjurcs. ^f they in- _ 

dude only seed oif.tnily wild flowen* collected from 
their natural growing area, seed can become quite ex- 
pensive. Wild flowers often have special built in 
characlcristic-s which help them adapt lo their natural 
environment. Sometimes seeds have to be triggered _ 
by cold or some other factor to cause (hem to germi- 
nuic. 

Some wild flowen; arc adapted to dry areas while 
others like plenty of water. The kinds of flowers 
growing on a sunny south slope arc usually quite dif- 
^rcnl ivom those growing on a shady nonh slope. 
Most seed mixtures contain sonic of both types so . 
that something will be adapted no ntultcr where they 
ure planted. - 

For best success with wild flowers, select a mixture 
ih.-tl is formulated for your paniciilar climale. Some

companies will actually formulate a mixture to fit a 
particular situation if you buy enough seed. One of 
the best sources of wild flower seed in the Intermoun- 
tain Area is'High Altitude G;ifdcns at P.O. Box 4.38. 
Kcichum. Idaho 83340. They not only formulate cas- 
tom mixtures, but ajso sell individual vvild flowers. 

Wild flower seed planting is seldom successful un- 
less weeds and grass arc removed and soil is pre- . 
pared. I have found that early spring planting is dc- 
sircablc if the mixture coniaitis seeds which need a 
cold treatment to gcnninatc. 

If seeds arc planted too lafe ?n the season, annual 
flo>vcrs do not have time cnoughto. mature seed lor 
next year's bloom. Of course, pcfcnnial wild flowers 
can be planted in late summer.
